CENTRAL EXCISES 

G.S.R. 1295, — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
37 of the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), 
the Central Government herby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Excise (21nt 
Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

.2 In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, after rule 173-PP the 
following rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

(173-PPP Procedure for recovery of duty on electricity : — 

(1) The provisions of this rule shall apply to the excisable 

goods namely electricity and where there is a con- 
flict between the provisions of this rule and any 
other rule elsewhere in relation to the said goods, 
the provisions of this rule shall prevail, 

(2) Duty of Excise payable on electricity, removed during 

a month shall be paid within seven dgys of the 
month following the month in which clearances 
have been made : 

Provided that in respect of an assessee or a class of 
mseesees specified by the Central Board of Excise 
and Customs, (hereafter referred to as specified 
assessee), the Collector may, subject to such condi- 
tions as may be prescribed by him, permit payment 
of duty on electricity within a period of Iwo months, 
from the month in which it was payable, 

(3) The Collector may permit a specified assessee, — - 

(a) to take out one licence for generating electricity in 

respect of all the generating stations under such 
assessee’s charge, subject to such conditions, as 
may be prescribed by him ; 

(b) to execute bonds required under tnese rules with- 

out security or surety, as the case may be, for 
generating electricity by a generating station under 
such assessce’s charge. 

(4) The Collector may, subiect to such conditions and 

limitations as may be prescribed by him, permit a 
specified assessee to maintain centralised records, at 
one place instead of each generating station main- 
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taining such records separately and also permit the 
said uxsessee to pay duty' of excise in respect of 
electricity generated by all the generating stations 
under such assessee’s chatge at one place and maintain 
one personal ledger account. 

(J) Without prejudice 10 the duties and povveis of a 
proper officer, in respect oi generating stations, 
where the generating stations under the charge of 
the State Electricity Board or of the State Electri- 
city Department fall within the jurisdiction of more 
than one Collector, the Cdllcclor in whose jurisdic- 
tion Ihe State Electricity Board or lire State Electri- 
city Department it> located shall be ihe Collector who 
shall discharge the duties and exercise the powers 
under the Act and these rules. 

(6) The Collector may, subject to such conditions and 

limitations, if any, as may be specified by him, by 
general or special order, permit the removal of 
electricity, in relaxation of the provisions of rule 
52A. 

(7) In relation to excisable goods comprised in Item 

No. 11 E of the First Schedule to the Act, the 
provisions of rule 2 24 shall apply as if for that 
rule, the following rule were substituted,' namely : — 

"224. Restriction on removal of goods. : No excisable

1. (1) These rules may be called the Posts and Telegraphs 
(Repeater Station Assistants and other posts) Recruitment 
(Amendment) Rules, 1979. 

(2) They jhall come into force on the date of their pub&> 

cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Posts and Telegraphs (Repeater Station Assistants 
and other posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974 (hereinafter referr- 
ed to as the said rules), after rule 4, the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely — 

“4A. Induction from similar cadres etc. — Notwithstand- 
ing anything contained in the Schedule to these 
rules, the Government may induct staff of similar or 
equivalent cadres from other units on reorganisation 
or for any other administrative reasons.” 

3. In the Schedule to the said rules, — 

(a) in column 9, in item 2, for the words, brackets ana 
figures ‘unfilled vacancies in the quota at (i) above 
will be filled from the candidates through the 
qualifying test at (ii) above, the words, brackets 
and figures.
